Three Shops in Rushville Unable to 


Manufacture Enough to Meet 


The Demands 


IN BUSINESS FORTY YEARS 


George Wingerter Sells Cigars Over 


Large Territory—Other Plans 


to Increase 


When the average Rushville smok- 


er steps no1 to; a. counter and buys a 
Country Qlub, Booster, or Vega ci- 
gar, little does he realize-, nor does 
anyone else, that each week there 
are approximately 20,000 cigars 
manufactured in the three shops in 
Rushville. These cigars -also, as a 
rule, can be bought in towns 
L and 


cities several mrles from Rushville. % 
. This industry fa among- the pioneer 
business of Rushville. It has always 
been a paying business, and -always 
will be—unless some of the -anti-to- 
bacco leaders launch a Volstead bitt 
in congress.! 


Men smoke the year around, the 


manufacturers will tell you, and all 
three shops here are rushed with or- 
ders. The cigars made in Rushville 
retail from t.he jitney class to the 
two for a two-bit piece, and dealers 
also will tell you that the jitney ci- 
gars are' inst as good repeaters for 
sales as the' higher priced ones, in- 
dicating that they most be good, or 
else they wouldn't stay on the mar- 
ket. 


When the average person buys'a 


cigar, little does he think4 of the ex- 
pense attached to the making of it. 
Some of the tobacco- is imported for 
the wrapper, and the. duty-.alone is 
$2.10 a pound making the price 'here 
almost $6 a, pound. 


Then the dealers are licensed by 


districts, with the revenue collectors.. 
on their trail at all times, collecting 
a. big share.for the government. The - 
output in boxes are tagged .and.el- 
gars, are taxed for the selling- price 
on. them. 
. . 


The lit tie-wooden boxes, discard- 


ed by dealers when empty, cost the 
manufacturer a considerable 'sum- 
One of these boxes can't be 
pur- 


chased at less than 20 cents and 
some 'of the local manufacturers pay 
22 cents, the price ranging up to 30 
cents, according to size. Besides the 
government collects another tax of 
$9 on each thousand that is bought. 


More than a dozen different brands 


are manufactured here. The three 
concents buy tobacco from many 
states, and by blending them in dif- 
ferent ways, secures the various fla- 
vors for the different makes. 


The oldest manufacturer of cigars 


in Rushville is George Wingerter, 
who established his business in 1S83, 
forty years ago. Some of his pioneer 
cigars are still being manufactured, 
with such sellers as the'Fair Pro- 
mise, Cuban Special, Opera Puff and 
V£gas, standing out today as his 
leading ones. Otfher -good sellers are 
1307 and the Prince Albert, and he. 
also makes several others of lesser 
importance. 


Mr. Wingerter has a weekly output 


of from 8,000 to 15,000 cigars, and 
he employs between eight and twelve 
persons. Ed Gantner, the present 
foreman-, has been in the business 
with Mr. Wingerter since 1896. 


The sale of these cigars is ex- 


tensive, and is not limited to the 
Rushville market. Mr. Wingerter acts 
as salesman and covers the territory 
within: -a radius of 60 or 70 miles of' 
RnshviHe, ajnd the business is gen- 
erally behind on orders. 


He purefiases tobacco from1 many 


states, and blends' them together in 
order to make the different type of ' 
cigars. The wrappers which he. uses 
are made from imported 
tobacco, 


from the island of Sumatra, con- 
trolled by Holland 'interests, and it 
costs $5.70 a pound upon delivery 
here. All of 'his cigars are 
hand 


made. His factory is located upstairs 
on Main street, over the drug- store 
formerly operated by Paul Oren. • - 


Tip Main street a few paces, and 


on the' corner at Third street, over 
the Kennard Jewelry store, is the 
manufacturing 
pk&t of Raymond 


Benning. Mr. Benning is. ten years. 
old in> the business, and prides him- 
self on the fact that 'his 5,000 cigars.

Lesson Learned From Profiteer 
In his Memorial Day address at 


.Arlington, President Harding voiced 
:iK:iin the outstanding lesson taught 
in Hie raising of men and supplies 
lor tlie Great \Var. The soldiers who 
•did tiie lighting and risked their lives 
and health in their country's cause 
were drafted and compelled to enter 
the trcnrhcri. No payment of money 
<-ould <-<oinpensate them for the ap- 
palling dangers into which they were 
led, and they ivere forced to accept 
$30 a mouth as a wage for their ser- 
vices. The men who were cxeiiipt 
from military <luty, cither because 
of age, physical defects, or 
other 


special reasons, were not drafted in- 
to the nation's service, their wages 
were ,free from 
any governmental 


limitation, and their work was not 


alike in the .obligations that are de- 
manded o£ them. IThe young and phy- 
sically fit aniist do the fighting, but 
those who do not pass that test must 
fit themselves', into the war machine 
where their services -can be utilized 
o best ^advantage. Every individual 
nust subject himself to the orders of 
lie government until the 'emergency 
ras passed/ and aQl must be treated 
alike so far as compensation Jand 
discipline are concerned. The prin- 
iple set forth, by President Harding 
s unassailable. If the draft policy is 
sound for our fighting men, then it is 
equally sound 'for those who man the 
industries that supply them 
-witli 


munitions and that support the po- 
pulation at home. 


Standing amidst the graves of 


those -vrtio gave their' lives in 
tne 


"World "War, it was" particularly ap- 
propriate for President Harding to 
refer to the eonscielfceless profiteer- 
ing of some people' at nome wbil<? 
others were dying on the battlefield. 
The occasion was not only one for 
expressing gratitude to the heroic 
dead, but also for consecrating the 
living to an increased, devotion to 
country. "It will be a more grateful 
nation," said the President, "which 
consecrates aQ'l to a .common cause, 
and there will be more to share the 
gratitude bestowed. More, there will 
be a finer conscience in our war 
.commitments, and" that sublimity of 
spirit -\vMelt makes a people invinci- 
ble."

Both of .them 
are good sniokers, niade of .a fine 
grade of tobacco, and the imported 
wrapper .from thei Samatra islands 
is also'used.-Iti-the ten «ent" cigar, 
he blends a gr.ade-of Havana tobac- 
co with .New Yor^ state tobacco, and 
the.real test; of. the quality, he says, 
must show that.the" tobacco will stay 
lighted at least six minutes, after it 
has a good-light.

A bi'oad leaf binder-also, is'used 


in the cigars. Local dealers use his 
entire consumption, but' ne expects 
soon to be able to increase his out- 
put and reaoh out into some of the 
nearby, towns..

The most recent addition to the 


local industry is the shop operated 
by Morton Conner, 1005 North Har- 
rison street.' He manufactures only 
one grade, Conner's Booster eigar, 
which, retafls at five cents. He prides 
himself in the fact that he is placing 
a fine grade cigar on the market for 
only a nickel, and beqause of his 
business increasing so rapidly, .'he 
will soon install a machine that will 
roll them, ,and when working, to a 
capacity will turn out 9,000 a day. 


-Although:' Mr. Conner's factory is 


recent in the manufacturing of the 
Booster Cigar, yet Mr. Conner is a 
pioneer at the trade 'and 'has spent 
30 years in,.the business here. Years 
ago he established the seller, Con- 
ner's Prince Albert. 
" 


Mr. Conner is always behind on 


orders,, and today has an order of 
00,000' from '.an Indianapolis1 jobber. 
He is compelled..,to turn down^orders, 


on account of the inability to secure 
help. He owned a machine when he 
was in business- before here, and his 
newest design is expected, to be de- 
livered withm the next few days. 


This machine will weigh, th'e tobac- 


co, clean it, roll it and1 deliver,;it to 
the ;beneh,. ready for .the .wrapper. 
With.this machine in operation, and 
several assistants, he will soon be 
haying a weekly output of 50,000 ci- 
gstrs. In the past months 'he has done 
most of the cigar making himself, 
and 'last year turned out 200,175, ac- 
cording to the . revenue list, which 
placed his factory in a higher class. 


He 'uses a jhigji grade 
tobacco, 


with a tissue like wrapper, and an 
extra flue binder. He claims that the 


quality of his cigar is equal! to any 
ten center. Ho wholesales direct to 
dealers, and also- through 
jobbers, 


where large orders are being filled. 


In the making of cigars, there is 


a glue substance used to fasten the 
wrapper, and this gum is even im- 
ported, costing over all with the duty 
around $5 a pound. Cigar -makers 
are nsnaWy paid at the rate per 
thousand, and draw good wages, and 
in Rushville alone there are many 
families being supported by this in- 
dustry, and which is deserving of 
support. The combined industries is 
equal to a. small factory, and Rush- 
ville smokers should smoke Rushvflfe
